Briand says, 
nevertheless, he will insist on a de- 
bate in the chamber rather than al- 
low the action of the finance com- 
mittee, which has already rejected 
three important provisions of M. 
Doumer’s bill. to force the resigna- 
tion of the minister or the cabinet. 
The premier may force the ques- 
tion to an issue tomorrow unless 
the finance committee withdraws 
some of its decisions, which now 
appears impossible. The moderates 
and conservatives to whom M. Bri- 
and must look for his majority to 
defeat the campaign of the coalition 
remain hesitant. 

He Broke “Sacred Union.” 


Several of the leaders of the 
groups of the right declare that 
they would permit themselves to be 
duped if they aided the Briand 
cabinet now, as the premier was 
one of the first to break the ‘“‘sacred 
union” of the parties that existed 
throughout the war, and that, even 
if saved by the conservative votes, 
he would again cast in his lot with 
the coalition of the left.

FOUND DESTROYED 


ProsecutionEmbarrassed 
as Many Witnesses 
Have Since Died.

Prosecution Tells ~ Murders 
at Opening of Hearing; 
Six Witnesses Heard.

- The shorthand notes taken by 
court reporters at the first trial of 
Ziang Sun Wan in 1920 have all 
been destroyed, it was learned when 
the second trial of Wan got under 
way in criminal court yesterday. 

Counsel for the defense an- 
nounced after adjournment that it 
would make a determined attempt to 
have excluded from this trial all of 
the testimony given at the first 
trial by witnesses who have since 
died or are missing. Such testi- 
money, they say, is not admissible 
without the original shorthand 
notes to back it up. 

Wan, who is charged with killing 
one of the three Chinese found 
murdered here in 1919, was con- 
victed and sentenced to hang in 
May, 1920. He is being given a 
new trial on the order of the United 
States Supreme Court. 

The defense counsel contends 
that typewritten copies of the de- 
stroyed shorthand notes are not 
enough to prove the testimony of 
deceased and missiing witnesses, un- 
less it can be competently proved 
that the copies are accurate. And 
the defense does not think this can 
be done. 


Wants Testimony Admitted. 


The prosecution is determined to 
have the testimony of missing wit- 
nesses admitted to the trial. They 
say they can point to numerous 
cases where such testimony has 
been -admitted, even when the 
original shorthand notes were not 
available. 

Among the witnesses at the first 
trial who have died are Inspector 
Clifford L. Grant, chief of detec- 
tives; Maj. Raymond Pullman, sup- 
erintendent of police; George Spohn, 
a clerk at the Harris hotel; where 
Wan lived about the time of the 
murder; Morgan Prigg, chief clerk 
at the same hotel, and several 
Others. The government has wit- 
nesses to corroborate the testimony 
of all the deceased with the excep- 
tion of Spohn and Prigg. 

The celebrated triple murder was 
rehearsed in criminal court yester- 
day. The first three days and part 
of yesterday were devoted to select- 
ing a jury. 

United States Attorney Peyton 
Gordon, who heads the prosecution, 
took a position in front of the jury 
box and, in a dispassionate voice, 
narrated the government’s story of 
the crime. He told how three mem- 
bers of the Chinese educational mis- 
sion, Dr. T. T. Wong, C. H. Hsie 
and Ben Sen Wu, were found mur- 
dered in a house on Kalorama road, 
January 31, 1919. 

He reminded the jury that Wan 
was charged only with the murder 
of Ben Sen Wu, and he then pro- 
ceeded to weave again the net of 
circumstances by which the govern- 
ment intends to prove that charge. 


Six Witnesses Heard. 


Six witnesses were heard follow- 
ing Maj. Gordon’s recital, after 
which Justice Wendell P. Stafford 
anounc that the case would go 
over to *Monday morning. Under 
the. court schedule, Friday is de- 
voted to lunacy cases. Tomorrow 
the court is in session only a half 
day. 

When court was adjourned, the 
witness box was occupied by Mrs. 
‘Gertrude Bartels,! proprietor of a 
New York rooming house in which 
Wan and his brother, Van, lived be- 
fore and after the murders. 

Mrs. Bartels told of a conversa- 
tion she had with Wan in January, 
1919. 

‘‘Wan had started to drink,” she 
said. “I told him I didn’t like it 
and that he would have to get out.”’ 

Wap left her rooming house Jan- 
uary 22, Mrs. Bartels said, and re- 
turned January 31. She said she 
saw him in bed at 11 o’clock of 
that«morning. ;

An appeal to adhere to the prin- 
ciples which have dominated the 
Republican party for 40 years was 
made in the Senate yesterday by 
Senator William E. Borah, Repub- 
lican, Idaho, in arguing against the 
resolution to make the United 
States a member of the world court. 
His speech was the high light of a 
day in which the opponents of the 
Swanson resolution had its advo- 
cates at all times on the defensive. 

Yesterday probably was the last 
time when debate on the court will 
have unlimited sway. The com- 
bined Postoffice and Treasury ap- 
propriation bill has been formally 
reported to the Senate. It must be 
considered immediately and can be 
expected to prove a fruitful medium 
of debate. The Treasury section, 
for instance, carries appropriations 
to operate the machinery for pro- 
hibition enforcement, which is a 
subject on which there is difference 
of opinion. 

It also was made perfectly plain 
yesterday that the tax reduction 
bill will be held to the front from 
the time it is presented early next 
week until it finally is disposed of. 
This means a delay in reaching a 
vote on the world court resolution 
which its opponents say indicates 
its eventual defeat. 


Associates Are Challenged. 


Senator Borah challenged his 
Republican associates to reconcile 
the adherence resolution with tbe 
outstanding principles of the party. 
He denied the assertion of Senator 
McKinley of Illinois, that the op- 
position represented ‘‘demagogues. 
who with half truths and half 
falsehoods, build up a great scare’’ 
and insisted that it is impossible 
to deny that the present proposal 
is designed to lead the country 
directly into foreign entangle- 
ments. 

“I think,’’ the Idaho senator 
said, “we are able to see that if 
we are not in error now we hare 
been tremendously in error for the 
past 40 years. It is not the view 
of individuals with which I am 
concerned but the fact that for 40 
years the Republican foreign policy 
has had the earnest approval of 
the American people. Party  re- 
sponsibility cannot. easily be put 
aside and at al) times the Repub- 
lican organization has been pledg- 
ed to oppose all foreign entangle- 
ments.”’ 

Senator Borah qnoted Secretary 
Root’s instruction in 1907 to the 
American delegates to The Hague 
tribunal, emphasizing to them that 
the United States was at all times 
opposed to entangling alliances 
and that this was one fact whick 
must be kept in mind by them. 


Quotes Root's Addresses. 


Mr. Borah quoted also at great 
length from addresses and public 
statements by Mr. Root to empha- 
size his contention that the Republi- 
can policies have at all times been 
in opposition to any interference in 
European affairs. The Idaho sena- 
tor further argued that a second Re- 
publican fundamental policy has 
been that of ‘codification of interna. 
tional law and said that “now we 
are told that to further continue te 
urge this will be to oppose peace.,’’ 
The speaker read into the record 
the Root view along this line and 
declared: 

“Just so sure as we fail to es- 
tablish a code of international law 
your court will have no more to do, 
outside of advisory opinions, than 
the court at’ The Hague has. You 
simply will have a group of men 
seeking to impose their personal. 
opinions upon those who come be- 
fore them. 

“Suppose some powerful nation. 
like Great Britain or the United 
States should seize territory from a 
weaker nation. There is no court. 
to which this weaker nation could. 
appeal or be heard without the con- 


sent of the wrongdoer under the 
plan proposed here.”’ ee

Laws, manager of the store, and 
his son, Kenneth, were arranging 
the shelves. Whitmer, Laws and 
his son moved to a rear room in 
the store, where the safe was kept,: 
while Miller started to wait on the 
highwaymen. 

he robber whipped out a re- 
volver and, sticking it in Miller’s 
face, ordered him to get in the rear 
room with the others. At this point 
the second hold-up man entered. 
The two highwaymen then leveled 
their revolvers at the four men and 
lined them up against the wall with 
their hands above their heads. 


Smiles in Warning Women. 


One of the bandits then rifled 
Whitmer’s pockets. Two women 
customers entered the store at this 
time and one of the bandits went 
out to the counter and smilingly 
told them to keep quiet if they did 
not want to “‘get filled with lead.” 
By.this time the other robber had 
taken all the money Whitmer had 
and, ordering the mén to remain in 
the room for five minutes, he ran 
over to the cash register and took 
some bills from it. 

The pair then backed away to the 
door and disappeared down a side 
street. 

Whitmer ran next door and tele-

PORT TO VO 
STREET PROJECTS 


Subgroup on Appropriations 
Makes Survey of Condi- 
tions in Capital.’ 


COMMISSIONERS ASK 
CONDEMNATION RIGHT 
Declare Law Is Needed to Ex- 
tend Highways; Send 
Bill to Congress. 


A House subcommittee on ap- 
propriations, which, yesterday made 
a survey of local streets, provided 
for a pending deficiency appropria- 
tion, will report favorably today on 
the great majority of the projects. 

The subcommittee, composed of 
Representatives Funk and Simmons, 
made the survey at the direction of 
Chairman Madden of the House ap- 
proprigtions committee, who made 
known that the committee would 
be guided largely by the recom- 
mendations of the subcommittee. 
They were accompanied by District 
Highway Engineer Hunt and High- 
way Commissioner West on a trip 
that extended throughout the aft- 
ernoon. 

The deficiency item calls for‘ ap- 
proximately $700,000 and is sought 
in order that work can be started 
on the streets early this spring. 

Representatives Funk and Sim- 
mons are both understood to have 
been favorably impressed with the 
proposed widening of Connecticut 
avenue and Eleventh street. It is 
proposed to widen the former to 80 
feet between K and M streets and 
to 65 feet from M to Eighteenth 
streets, for which, in addition to 
resurfacing, $66,000 is sought. 
Eleventh street it is proposed to 
widen to 70 feet from Pennsylvania 
avenue to New York at for 
which, with contemplated Pesur- 
facing, $93,000 is sought. The 
subcommittee is likely to question 
the need of some of the _ lesser 
projects. 


Commissioners Ask Power. 


A bill upon enactment of which 
“the successful execution of the 
highway plan in the outlying sec- 
tions of the District of Columbia is 
dependent,’’ in the view of the com- 
missioners, was submitted by them 
to Congress yesterday, with an 
urgent request that it be passed. 
It would vest authority in the 
commissioners to proceed to con- 
demn property for opening of 
streets in cases in which benefits 
equal to damages can not be found 
for assessment of the costs against 
abutting property, making it possi- 
ble, in such cases, for the ‘amount 
of damages in excess of benefits to 
be paid out of public funds of the 
district. The commissioners said, 
in their plea for the legislation: 
“There are a number of proposed 
streets provided by the highway 
plan, vital to the proper. orderly 
and comprehensive development of 
the District, that can not be opened 
by dedication or condemnation 
under existing law. These streets 
form an integral part of the general 
street plan, and must be acquired 
in advance of any physical improve- 
ments, such as grading. paving, in- 
stallation of water mains, sewers 
and lights. 


Need Condemnation Law. 


“Substantial reasons exist why 
these streets can not now be ac- 
quired. In many cases small hold- 
ings would be entirely obliterated 
and improvements destroyed, thus 
creating a cost which can not, in 
equity, be assessed against the prop- 
erty benefited. Therefore, it would 
seem equitable for the District to 
pay part of the cost of opening 
these streets, where the greater 
benefit would accrue to the commu. 
nity at large. 

“Wach year of delay wil add tre- 
mendously to the cost. The com- 
missioners have been informed by 
the Director of the Bureau of Bud- 
get that the proposed legislation is 
not in conflict with the financial 
program of the President.”’

The so-called “Hughes reservation” 
which seeks to give the United States 
equal voting power with other interna- 
tional states in nominating and electing 
sudges of the world court is challenged 
ov J. Reuben Clark, former Solicitor of 
the Department of State, in an interview 
appearing in another column of The Post. 
Mr. Clark’s competence to analyze the 


situation will not be questioned .by those 


who know him. 


-The votes of the British empire in the 
league assembly number seven, as fol- 
lows: Great Britain, Canada, India, Irish 
Free State, Australia, New Zealand and 
South Africa. At present the British 
etnpire has one vote in the league council. 

‘In the covenant of the league of na- 
tions and the statute of the court the 
self-governing dominions of the British 
empire are given the status of separate 
and independent states. Each has the 
game voting strength in the assembly as 
is possessed by any independent govern- 
ment. Each has the same right to nomi- 
nate candidates for judges of the world 
court. Each except the Irish Free State 
has adhered to the world court protocol. 

- Great Britain, Canada, India and South 

Africa ,have availed themselves of the 
right to nominate candidates for judges 
of the world court. For the original 
members of the world court bench 
Canada nominated Sir Robert Borden 
and Charles Doherty; India nominated 
Sir P. S. Sivaswami Aiyar, Amir Ali, S. 
R. Das and William Wallach; South 
Africa nominated Sir Johannes W. Wes- 
sels, and Great Britain nominated Vis- 
count Robert B. Finlay. When a vacancy 
occurred through the death of Ruy Bar- 
bosa, Canada nominated Frank A. “Ang- 
lin and E. Lafleur; India nominated Amir 
Ali, and‘ South Africa nominated Sir 
Johannes Wessels. 
_*In the election of judges Great Britain, 
Canada, Ausiralia, New Zealand, Irish 
Free State, India‘and South Africa have 
one vote each in the assembly. The 
United States, if it should adhere to the 
court, would have one vote. 

‘In order to remove this inequality be- 
tween the United States and the British 
empire a reservation was proposed by 
former Secretary Hughes, which is now

(Art. 10): 


In the event of more than one national 
of the same member of the league being 
elected by the votes of both the assembly 
and the council, the eldest of these only 
shall be considered as elected. 


As Canada and the other members of 
the British empire are all members of 
the league, each is entitled to one judge, 
even if another national of some other 


_ part of the British empire has been elect- 


ed also.

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THE TACNA-ARICA QUESTION. 

The disorders in Tacna and Arica are in- 
creasing in violence, in spite of the strenu- 
ous efforts of Gen. Pershing and his American 
associates to calm the population by assuring 
them that all their rights will be safeguarded 
by the plebiscite commission. On January 6 
three members of the Peruvian delegation and 
thirty assistants were severely wounded by 
rioters, who carried their disorders to the very 
door of Gen. Pershing’s residence. An Amer- 
ican who had been employed by the Peruvians 
to sell newspapers was set upon, and Mr. Den- 
nis, legal counsel to Gen. Pershing, was sub- 
jected to insult. Gen. Pershing declared that 
it was a mistake on the part of the Peruvians 
to employ an American, as this action gave 
the Chilean population an opportunity to 
charge that Americans generally were in sym- 
pathy with Peru.

In case the arbitrator should 
hold that a plebiscite need not be held, it was 
agreed that, pending an agreement, ‘‘the ad- 
ministrative organization of the provinces 
shall not be disturbed.” 

Apparently this agreement contemplated 
that the arbitrator shou]ld have full power to 
modify the “administrative organization of the 
provinces” if necessary to secure a fair pleb- 
iscite; but that, if no plebiscite were declared, 
the administrative organization of the prov- 
inces should not be disturbed while Chile and 
Peru sought another solution of their dispute. 
Peru suggested that a neutral authority be 
placed in charge of the administrative organi- 
zation of the provinces during the plebiscitary 
period, but the arbitrator held that he had no 
power to do this.

‘$o long as the British empire has but 
one vote in the council the United States, 
if admitted, would be on an equality with 
the British empire in the council; but in 
the assembly, under Mr. Hughes’ reser- 
vation, the United States would merely 
be on an equality with one of the parts 
of the British empire. Each of these 
parts is a “member of the league of na- 
tions’’ and entitled to the same rights in 
the assembly as would be accorded to the 
United States. : 

Mr. Clark makes the point that the 
self-governing dominions of the British 
empire are less independent than the 
States of this Union. He holds that the

In the council, Great Britain has (as 
the council is now constituted) one 
vote; but if, as seems possible, one 
of her ‘self-governing’, political en- 
tities—that is, Canada, Australia, 
South Africa, New Zealand, India 
or Ireland—should also become a 
member of the council, then Great 
Britain would have there two votes; 
if two of these ‘self-governing’ en- 
tities should become members of 
the council, then Great Britain 
would have three votes, and .so on 
until Great Britain might have in 
the council a total of five votes. 
While this is unlikely, it is possible. 

“The United States under the 
proposed reservation could in no 
event have more than one vote. 

“But the disparity in the voting 
power in the assembly would be 
much greater than this: it would be 
seven to one. That is, Great Brit- 
din herself, and the ‘self-governing’ 
dominions and India, would have 
oné vote each, or a total of seven 
votes, whereas the United States 
would have but one vote.

‘correct this neglect. <A study of 
'the annual appropriation for the 
| several sections will show that the 
Southeast has received in the last 
‘two vears a considerable increase 
'over previous years in street im- 
| provements. 
| ‘*Now that we have the gas tax 
'for street paving it ought not to be 
many years before all the streets 
'and arterial highways reaching out 
of the city are paved.” 

Dr. Havenner declared he looked 
forward to seeing many streets in 
the southeast paved during the 
coming year. Several of the streets 
complained of are already in line 
for paving and improvement, he 
said.

Judge Brent, in Alexandria 
Circuit Court, Takes Case 
Under ‘Advisement. 


$i, 000 000 PROPERTIES 


Leader Seek Ruling on 
Will of His Son. 


Arguments in the legal battle 
over division of the historic Lee es- 
tates in Virginia, which, with fam- 
ily heirlooms, have a value esti- 


mated at $1,000,000, were con- 
cluded yesterday before Judge Sam- 
uel G. Brent, sitting in the circuit 
Pcourt in Alexandria, Va. 

The record of the case, Judge 
Brent announced at conclusion of 
the arguments, will be ‘taken under 
advisement and he will hand down 
a decision later. 

The fight over the division of the 
estates centers around the provi- 
sions of the will of Gen. W. H. Lee, 
son of Gen. Robert E. Lee, the Con- 
federate civil war leader, and grew 
out of a dispute between Dr. George 
Bolling Lee, who has made his home 
in New York, and Mrs. Robert E. 
Lee, the widow of Col. Lee, who 
lives at 1733 Riggs place, Washing- 
ton. Col. Lee was the son of Gen. 
W. H. Lee and a brother of Dr. Lee. 

Gen. Lee’s will provided that the 
family estate should go. to his 
widow, Mrs. Mary Tabb Lee, to be 
divided equally between his sons 
after her death. Col. Lee, however, 
died in September, 1922, almost 
two years before the death of his 
mother in May, 1924. In his will, 
Col. Lee provided that his widow 
should have the use of his share 
of the estate during her life or until 
she remarried, when the property 
was to go to his brother, Dr. Lee. 


Comprises Huge Estates. 


The estate comprises Ravens- 
worth, in Fairfax county, where 
Col. Lee died, on the broad acres 
of which there are five colonial 
mansions, and the White House in 
New Kent county; valuable busi- 
ness properties in Richmond and 
silverware, paintings and many 
heirlooms of the Lee family. The 
Richmond property yields $40,000 
a year in rent. 

White House, which was burned 
in the civil war, was the scene of 
the wedding of George Washington 
and Martha Custis, and the execu- 
tive mansion here was named after 
it. This-estate came into the Lee 
family through the wife of Gen. 
Robert E. Lee, who was a descen- 
dant of Martha Washington. 

Portraits of George and Martha 
Washington, many of the furnish- 
ings-which they used in their home, 
Mount Vernon, and other paintings 
and decorations are among the val- 
uables. 

Ravensworth also was left to 
Gen. Robert E. Lee by his wife, to 
whom it was bequeathed by an aunt, 
a Fitzhugh. 

After the death of Col. Lee his 
widow lived on the estates, but a 
dispute arose over distribution of 
the property and the court fight be- 
gan. Mrs. Lee began action in 
Richmond, declaring that it would 
be impossible for her to. win over 
Dr. Lee in Fairfax county. Dr. Lee, 
however, sought to force the case to 
trial in Fairfax and Judge Brent, 
who is trying the case now, ruled 
his court had authority to hear it. 
His decision was upheld by the 
State supreme court. The hearing 
was moved to Alexandria for con- 
venience.

BERLIN QUT OF LEAGUE 
WHILE TROOPS REMAIN 


75,000 in Rhineland Consti- 
tute Breach of Treaty, in 
Stresemann’s View. 


WARNING TO THE. ALLIES 


Berlin, Jan. 14 (By A. P.).— 
Gustav Stresemann, the _ foreign 
minister, declared before the for- 
eign rélations committee today that 
if the allies persisted in maintain- 
ing 75,000 troops in the Rhine- 
land, Germany’s application for ad- 
mission to the League of Nations 
must be indefinitely postponed. 

‘A semiofficial statement on this 
subject sets forth the attitude of 
the government as follows: 

“Should the report of the reten- 
tion of 75,000 troops prove correct, 
it would be quite apart from the 
Locarno negotiations and have the 
character of a breach of the treaty, 
because evacuation as provided fér 


in article 429 of the Versailles; 


treaty can only be understood as 
implying the withdrawal of the 
troops stationed in the territories 
concerned to the countries of their 
origin. 

“At the time of the termination 
of the Ruhr conflict, namely, at the 
time when the largest number of 
troops was in the Rhineland, the 
garrison amounted to about 105,- 
35,000 were in the 
second and third zones. The 75,000 
now suggested would therefore in- 
volve a considerable increase for 
the second and third zones. This in- 
crease would make the evacuation 
of the first zone to a great extent 
illusory, as it would be at the ex- 
pense of the inhabitants of the two 
other zones. 

“The increase would, further- 
more, be incompatible with a fair 
interpretation of the Versailles 
treaty and in direct contradiction of 
the spirit of Locarno. It would be 
unthinkable that the government of 
the reich could acquiesce in such 
decision, which is diametrically op- 
posed to the justifiable German ex- 
pectations on a vital point. 

“Tt is accordingly to be hoped 
that,the court of final appeal will 
subject the figures mentioned to a 
thorough revision.”’ 


Tempest Is Raging

IN PENSION BILL PHRASE 


Says Wording Puts Mothers’ 
Burden on District if 60-40 
Plan ‘Succeeds. 


TAKES ISSUE WITH LORD 


Chairman Zihlman, of the House 
District committee, yesterday took 
issue with Budget Director Lord 
over language employed in District 
bills carrying appropriations. 

Under the language insisted upon 
by the director in the proposed 
mothers’ pensions legislation, Rep- 
resentative Zihlman points out, it 
is assumed that the lump-sum prin- 
ciple of District-Federal govern- 
ment fiscal relations is to be the 
final order. Should Congress in 
the future return to the proportion- 
ate plan, Mr. Zihlman says, the 
mothers’ pensions fund would have 
to be borne entirely by the District. 

It would work this way, Mr. 
Zihlman explained: Should Con- 
gress return to the 60-40 ratio, for 
instance, and that ratio is now the 
substantive law on the subject, the 
District would have to keep its 
pensions’ fund separate and Con- 
gress would contribute 40 per cent 
only to remaining District expen- 
ditures. 

Writing Gen. Lord, Mr. Zihlman 
said that a provision that the ap- 
propriation be accounted for ‘‘in 
like manner as are other appropri- 
ations for, the expenses of the gov- 
ernment the District of Colum- 
bia” would suffice. 

Under existing fiscal relations, of 
course, the wording in the bill 
makes no difference, Mr. Zihlman 
said, but there is no reason why the 
measure should read that the pen- 
sions’ fund “be payable from the 
revenues of the District of Colum- 
bia.”’ 


First Drive Planned 
For Sibley Hospital 


A campaign for raising $325,000 


to provide additional buildings in 


accordance with a general plan of 
enlargement will be started by 
Sibley hospital March 5, to continue 
to March 10, it was announced yes- 


terday by the board of directors of 
the hospital. 

The ‘hospital has never called on 
the public for assistance since its 
inception 32 years ago, it is said. 
Recently a fund of $250,000 was 
bequeathed to the hospital. This is 
being used as the nucleus for the 
erection of new buildings, which 
will require $325,000 additional to 
complete. Andrew H. Phelps will 
be chairman of the executive com- 
mittee. G. W. Williams will be in 
charge of the campaign.

HIDDEN DANGERS IN MILK. 


LTHOUGH the people in cities 

A now drinking pasteurized milk 
and are therefore protected 

against milk borne 

those who live in the country,

are still in danger of this particular 
kind of infection. 

The best protection which they 
can get is tuberculin testing of the 
cows, but unfortunately the dairy 
farmers in many sections oppose 
that procedure. I presume one way 
in which these resisting dairymen 
salve their consciences for feeding 

. tuberculosis to their own children 
and the children of their friends in 
town is by thinking that milk borne 
tuberculosis does not affect any part 
of the body except the bones and 
joints and glands, and that human 
bone, joint and gland tuberculosis 
is not very important. 


If they are of that opinion they 
will be made unhappy if they will 
read the opinion of Dr. A. H. Frei- 
berg, of Cincinnati. Dy. Freiberg 
says that 400 years before the birth 
of Christ Hippocrates wrote ‘‘the 
hunchback was due to _ tubercle 
within and without the lungs.’”’ For 
more than 2,000 years it has been 
known that ‘“‘the end of many a pa- 
tient with tuberculous bone and 
joint disease, who seemed at first to 
be relieved by purely local treat- 
ment, was determined by the de-

When a physician finds an obvi- 
ous disease in some joint or bone he 
is apt to stop his search. Were he 
to continue his examination until 
all the organs had been explored, 
‘ he would probably find tuberculosis 
in more than one place in the body. 


Based on his opinion that bone 
tuberculosis is usually only one part 
of the picture, Dr. Freiberg does not 
limit his treatments to the obvious 
bone trouble. He has his patients 
carry out the rest-open air-feeding 
treatment that is given consump- 
tives. Heliotherapy, that is, the use 
of sunlight and other lights, is car- 
ried out. He says: “Heliotherapy 
will bring most cases of surgical

The tongues of flamingos 
and the brains ‘of peacocks were 
other ‘‘dainties’’ served to the 
greedy feasters. The food courses 
sometimes numbered 20 or more, 
and the eating was likely to take 
three or four hours. » 

Besides the food, there was a 
broad supply of wine. It was com- 
monly mixed with water, and there- 
fore did not deaden the brain so 
quickly. Yet the feasters drank 
so much that there was very likely 
to come a time when servants need- 
ed to be called to take the guest 
home. 

There were times when Romans 
attended several short feasts in- 
stead of one long, heavy one.’ In 
‘groups, they would stagger and 
stumble through the streets, going 


from one house to another. 


All this while there were people 
in Rome who were hungry for a 
crust of bread. The ‘free food’’ 
which the government gave out 
vow and then was eagerly sought 
by the lowly and the wretched. 


Q. Will you please tell me how 
old the Egyptian people live to be?

I have not 
meant that they grew to a very 
great age, but rather that they lived 
in olden times.

$398,755 Ascertained Erro- 
neously Charged Against Dis- 
trict in Surplus Warrant. 


Nearly $1,000,000 additional 
owing to the District from the sur- 
plus fund settlement of last year 
was asked in a message sent to the 
House yesterday by Comptroller 
McCarl. The amount, 
$819,373.83, to be exact, has been 
found to be due the District in a 
recheck of the findings of the joint 
congressional committee, which 
awarded the District more than 
$5,000,000 as its due under the 
surplus fund which had been accu- 
mulating for years in the Treasury. 

This sum, accruing from year to 
year as a District balance, was made 
available with the provision that it 
should be used for parks ,and 
schools. Presumably the additional 


money now sought must be used in 
the same manner. 

Of the total sum, $239,430.72, 
Mr. McCar!l said, is for the District’s 


} proportion of the deficiency appro- 


priation of July 1, 1922, which ag- 
gregated $399,051.20. The appro- 
priation was not approved until 
after the fiscal year 1922, Mr. Mc- 
Carl pointed, and therefore was not 
embraced in the report of the Dis- 
trict auditor and the general ac- 
counting office when the surplus 
settlement was made. 


$11,679 in Miscellaneous. 


The District is also to get $11,- 
679.14 as its proportion of mis-

Militia throughout the country 
has in the Secretary of War himself 
and his associates men who have 
learned its problems through serv- 
ice in its ranks and who will try to 
support its efforts, Assistant Secre- 


tary of War Hanford MacNider de- 
clares in a letter to Gen. Milton A. 
Reckord, resident of the National 
Guard association, now in conven- 
tion at St. Augustine, Fla. 

“The average citizen has always 
been just familiar enough with the 
national guard to think he knew 
something about it, but not con- 
versant enough with its problems, 
unless he has marched in its ranks, 
to be able to judge it at all,’’ Col.

“The nation has always felt that 
some way or other we could muddle 
through. It might be, and probably 
was, a good idea to have organized 
militia, but it wasn’t worth much 
money to maintain and very little 
encouragement in any other way.
